Now the situation is different.

The location of the station is east 


of the foot of the Lawe street bridge 
on property sub-leased from the Fox 
River Paper corporation. The build- 
ing and radiation tower will cost 
about $8,000 according to A. James 
Lytle, Jr., of Lytle and Smith, con- 
sulting engineers. 


The one-story building will be 40 


feet wide and 60 feet long and will 
be built of concrete and masonry 
with brick facing. Programs will be 
broadcast from a studio, 15 by 30 
feet, and an auxiliary studio, 15 by 
11 feet in size There will be private 
and general offices, a lobby, control 
room, transmitter room, a workshop 
and living quarters for the operater. 


The radiation tower will be 205 


teet high and will rise more than 
150 feet above the 
surrounding 


countryside. The base of the tower 
will be about eight feet above the 
river level. More than 25,000 feet of 
copper will radiate from the base 
of the tower in a circle with a 200- 
foot radius. The site was selected 
because of its excellent ground fa- 
cilities. 


The transmitter for WHBY now 


is housed in the WTAQ building 
just south of DePere and the Ap- 
pleton studios are in the

Earth po- 
tentials indicate porosity, or the 
ability of the formation to contain 
fluids. Each measurement is indi- 
cated by separate lines on the graph.

CROOKES TUBE 


While making tests with elec- 


tricity, a British scientist pumped 
the air out of a glass tube, or at 
least he took as much air from it 
as possible, leaving only a tiny bit. 
Two wires had been sealed into the 
tube, one at each end. 


The scientist was Prof. William 


Crookes. He sent a strong current 
of electricity through the 
glass 


tube from one wire to the other. 
This produced a greenish glow. 


Roentgen 


In later years, scientists in many 


countries used "Crookes tubes" in 
tests with electric currents. One 
man who did this was a German. 
William Roentgen. He learned that 
when the tube was in action, it 
could send rays through a sheet of 
cardboard. This gave him an idea, 
and he made tests to find other 
things which the rays might pass 
through. He also learned a way to 
make photographs of shadows cast 
by certain objects in the path of 
the rays. 


On the day before Christmas. 


1895, 
Roentgen told a group of 


scientists what he had learned 
about the rays, which he called "X- 
rays." He displayed a picture of a 
leather pocfcetbook with keys and 
coins showing through the leather, 
also a view of a human hand with 
the bones 
plainly to be 
seen 


through the flesh. 


An artist could have made a 


drawing of the sort, but Roentgen's 
pictures were photographs. 
They 


showed that leather and flesh had 
spaces which 
X-rays 
could go 


through. 


Soon X-ray machines were put 


on the market, and doctors began 
to use them. They were employed 
by surgeons in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war. It was found that bullets 
inside the body could be located, 
and could be taken out with less 
pain and danger to a wounded sol- 
dier. 


Another important use of X-rays 


is in making photographs of broken 
bones. A doctor may have a hard 
time learning whether a bone is 
broken unless he can "see" the bone 
with the X-ray.

In early years of the X-ray art j 


it was possible to show bones in- 
side the body, but not such a vital 
organ as the stomach. Since then, 
ways have been found to photo- 
graph some of the vital 
organs- 


Patients have been fed with a. "bis- 
muth" compound and, more recent- 
ly, with'"barium." Such a substance 
will go into the stomach and make 
its outline clear when X-rayed.
